Subject: Mobility Trust Fund 


Dear Councilmember O'Farrell, 

We have been pleased to work alongside your staff and other members of the city family to prepare 
the plans and specifications for a long-awaited Wayfinding signage program for Hollywood. It has 
been serendipitous that multiple agencies could work collaboratively to coordinate similar 
wayfinding objectives - the Department of Transportation in alerting people to city lots with 
occupancy signs, METRO to point people into the right direction of public transit resources, and 
guidance and review from Caltrans. In addition, we have substantial interest and support from the 
Hollywood Chamber of Commerce and the Hollywood Trust. Note that Dan Halden from your office 
was instrumental in facilitating this complex group effort. 

To underwrite the design costs and preparation of specs and construction documents, funds have 
been pledged and/or allocated from the Hollywood Entertainment District BID, the Sunset & Vine BID 
and the Hollywood Chamber. The total cost of this pre-construction phase is $72,000. The HPOA 
also dedicated staff time to coordinating this project, complete with community open houses, with 
Hunt Design. The final stage is construction, and each of the government entities have earmarked 
resources toward this final phase. We understand the delta that remains to allow the project to 
proceed with fabrication and installation is approximately $90,000 to 100,000 - far less than the 
original estimate two years ago of $250,000. 

We have kept the boards for both the Sunset and Hollywood BIDs apprised of the project, and the 
question has been raised, "can the Mobility Trust Fund be tapped to contribute to the completion of 
this project?" Several property owners in Hollywood have contributed to this fund, and this would 
seem to be a prime candidate to contribute to improved mobility and access as people drive into and 
through this community. 

After having worked for two years to get to this point, the BID board is anxious to see the fruits of 
their labor and investment, Further, because the BIDs have not been billed for the final work related 
to completing the construction docs, time is of the essence, because these funds have been set aside, 
but both BIDs end in eight months. Also note that the energy and enthusiasm for the project is at its 
peak and our consultant tells us that now is the time capture the momentum. 
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Thank you for considering this, and please advise if there is anything I can report back to the boards 
at their May meetings.
